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Salinger cancels- 
speaks later in May 


Pierre Salinger, former 
presidential presssecretary 
and pregently a contender for 
the Democratic nomination for 
U.S, Senator, will appear in the 
Little Theater on Monday at 
2 p.m. 

Salinger wili discuss The 
Candidates and The Issues. 

A native of San Francisco, 
Salinger was press secretary 
for the late President John F, 
Kennedy and President Lyndon 
Johnson until he resigned to 
run for U.S, Senator from Cali- 
fornia on March 20 of this year. 

The ircnic point about Salin- 
ger’s candidacy is that he may 
not vote for himself, because 
he is not a registered voter in 
California. But the state 
supreme court ruled that Salin- 
ger could run for the nomina- 
tion. 


SERVED IN NAVY 
A former piano prodigy, 
Salinger was born in San Fran- 


cisco and attended San Francis- 
co State College until he in- 
terrupted his studies to serve 
in the navy during World War 
IL. 

During his military service, 
he saw three years of action in 
the Pacific and was awarded the 
Navy and Marine Corps medal 
for leading the rescue of 15 
men during a typhoon in 1945, 

After the war, Salinger re- 
sumed his studies at the Uni- 
versity of San Francisco and 
worked nights as a cub re- 
porter for the San Francisco 
Chronicle. He received his B.S, 
degree in history in 1957, and 
became a full reporter for the 
Chronicle. 


WORKS CITED 
In 1950, he wrote an expose 
of the conditions of Caiifornia 


county jails. Toaccomplish 
this, Salinger disguised him- 
self as a vagrant and wrote the 
articles from first hand ex- 
perience. 

He also wrote a series of 
articles that led to the reform 
of California’s bail-bond sys- 
tem, abolishing the illegal 
practices that had existed. 

In 1955, he became the West 
Coast Editor for Collier’s

‘I’ve already started another 
one’”’ was the comment made by 
Richard Bankowsky, assistant 
professor of English, when he 
was interviewed about his re- 
cent novel, On A Dark Night. 
The novel was published Mon- 
day by Random House. 

A Glass Rose, written in 
1958 and After Pentecost, 
written in 1961, are Bankow- 
sky’s first two novels. 

His first novel, A Giass Rose, 
also was published in England 
in 1959. Of this novel his pub- 
lishers said; “lhe presence of 
authentic writing talent is rare 
enough, but still more remark- 
able is the consummation of 
that talent in a first novel. 
Richard Bankowsky is one of 
those who has fulfilled his gift 
in such measure.”’ 

Later Pentecost was publish- 
ed in Germany as Nack Phings- 
ton. 

YALE GRADUATE 


Bankowsky was born in 1928 
in New Jersey and attended 
school there. He studied writing 
at Yale University under Robert 


Penn Warren, where he re- 
ceived his Bachelor of Arts 
degree. 

While working on his mas- 
ter’s degree at Columbia Uni- 
versity, he began A Giass Rose. 
His writing of this novel was 
interrupted by a two year army 
service in Korea. The novel was 
later completed upon his re- 
lease from duty. 


NATIONAL RECOGNITION 

He has studied and taught at 
State University of Iowa. In 
1959 Bankowsky joined the 
faculty here. He is currently 
instructor of Freshman Eng- 
lish, American Literature, 
writing fictionandcreative 
writing. 

Last year Bankowsky re-~ 
ceived national recognition 
from the National Institute o 
Arts and Letters with a $2500 
grant in literature. 

He also has received reviews 
by such magazines as Common- 
weal, Saturday Review and 
Time, as “a man who is cer- 
ta'n to be recognized as one of 
our finest writers ”’

“Order, justice and free- 
dom’? were the recurrent 
themes of Dr. Russell Kirk’s 

» convocation speech given last 
Tuesday. 

Kirk, speaking before an es- 
timated crowd of 900, told the 
crowd that “to conform to ab- 
normality, to the mass state, 
to the secret police, is sin and 
shame.’”’ 

Attempting to explain what a 
conservative is, both during the 
speech in the men’s gym and 
later in a question and answer 
period, was one of the main 
themes of Kirk’s topic, The 
Future of American Conserva- 
tism. 


REVIVAL OF IDEAS 

Kirk stated that there is ‘‘a 
revival of conservative ideas’’ 
but the major question is, ‘will 
it be one of soundness and hope, 
or smugness and silliness?’’ 

Trying to give a policy o 
soundness and hope, Kirk con- 
tinually attacked the political 
idealist, saying ‘‘We’re neve: 
going to get perfect human hap-

OBJECT OF SOCIETY 

The object of society, he 
said, is justice, and that is 
found between the tension or 
order and freedom. In short, 
society must have order, but 
men must have the maximum 
amount of freedom. Too much 
of each is bad. 

If there is absolute free- 
dom, he asserted, the strongest 
commit injustices against the 
weaker, but a society that has 
too much order would ‘‘reduce 


men to specks in a tapioca 
society.’’ 

The aim of the conservative, 
he asserted, is to defend 
‘order, justice, and freedom” 
from whatever area these prin- 
ciples are under attack, whether 
from a monolithic society or 
from people who would lead us 
into anarchy. 


COMPARES STATES 

Drawing a parallel between 
the U.S, and the Sicilian Em- 
pire that existed six centuries 
before Christ, Kirk stated that 
“Great states do fall at the 
height of their seemingly great 
power.’’ 

He stated that the enemies 
of a free society must be met 
with the utmost courage, and 
that ‘‘the real need is for the

“The labor unions have no right on this campus and they 
should not be allowed to take jobs away from the students.’’ 
So stated many of the candidates for student body offices last 
Tuesday at the election forum. 

It was quite obvious that these students are not aware of the 
full scope of this problem and that they are seeking a simple 
solution to a highly complex problem. Passing resolutions or 
agreeing with already existing ones offers no final solution. 

It is not a matter of simply saying to the unions, **We don’t 
want you on campus and we don’t think your demands are legiti- 
mate so we will ignore you.”’ 

The unions will not be ignored. They are deter mined to get a 
favorable settlement as was stated by Nate Gourvitch, business 
manager of one of the unions, last Tuesday. If they cannot arrive 
at such a settlement by dealing with the students, they will take 
their demands higher. They will approach the State Board of 
Trustees, and if they still are not satisfied they will seek and 
probably obtain legislation in their favor. 

We must not ard cannot afford to wait until this question goes 
before the state legislative body. The students need to take the 
responsibility of such a decision andreach a workable conclusion 
by thoroughly studying the problem, (BOTH sides of it), taiking 
with union officials and then making a decision which will be of the 
most benefit to ALL of the students on this campus. 

Those students involved here are not just the ones who work 
on the productions or even just those who attend them. The final 
outcome of this controversy could well affect every person who 
pays for an ASSSC student body card. 

If the student leaders are not judicious enough to work out an 
agreement which is acceptable to both of their sides or if they 
default to the unions and all of their demands, we are warned 
that costs of ASSSC events will go up. Where does the money 
come from to pay those costs? It comes from people who buy 
student body cards. 

We must not lose this contest by failing to take an active part 
in it, We cannot afford tobe immature enough to expect the union 
officials to see everything our way, so we must be prepared to 
negotitiate. 

What it may eventually boil down to is making 2a concession 
in one of two directions. First we can continue to have public 
professional shows on campus and egree to use the union help. 
Or, secondly, we can refuse to use union help and stop the pre- 
sentation of outside, profit making productions. 

Perhaps the decision will not need to be made between these 
two, but each party must be willing to listen to and consider 
the other’s point of view. 

Students must not expect to pack their ‘cultural’? programs 
with profit producing professionals while the unions take their 
picket signs and go home. 

If the ASSSC is far sighted enough to negotiate now, students 
won’t have to worry about bringing pressure to bear on the legis- 
lature at a later time on this matter. 

Like it or not, we’re going to have to face the labor union de- 
mands either now or in the future one way or the other.

Clinics help 
kick smoking 


Most of the drugs, nostrums 
and treatments advertised as 
‘scures” for smoking since the 
U.S, Surgeon General’s report 


on smoking and health was pub- | 


lished last January are of little 
or no value in conquering the 
habit, a May Reader’s Digest 
article reports. 

But in the article, “The 
Dilemma of the Problem 
Smoker,’”’ author Lois Mattox 
Milier states that many 
smokers are being helped to 
stop by a two-pronged method 
combining use of a chemical to 
ease the physical craving for 
tobacco and “withdrawal 
clinies’’ to help would-be ex- 
smokers over the psychological 
hurdles. 

The chemical, a wild-growing 
weed called Lobeline, is closely 
related to nicotine. When given 
under medical supervison, it 
helps to approximate the feel- 
ing of “lift’? that a smoker 
gets from tobacco. 

Lobeline alone, however, is 
little more than a chemical 
“crutch” which treats the

underlying ‘‘disease.’’ Here the 
thdrawal clinic comes into 


y. 

The first group of these 
clinies was launched in Sweden 
in 1955. Beginning with detalied 
rec o:d of each patient’s
